4. Claims 33-37, 41-49 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Walter 
(4,506,387, PTO-1449 filed on 02/10/99). 

Walter (Fig. 1) discloses the following claimed limitations: ''transmission system" (12), 
"reception system" (14), "compressed data library" (24-34, col. 2, lines 17-18, col. 7, lines 26-27), 
"transceiver" (134), "storage device" (102, col. 7, lines 9-11, col. 8, lines 12-13), "user playback 
control" (112, col. 1, lines 44-45, col. 8, lines 21-30), "digital decompressor" (112, col. 7, line 30), 
"playback device" (146), "user request interface" (140), "output converter" (120), "format converter"

(1 16). Walter's disclosure that "each memory device is identifiable by a respective address signal" 
(col. 2, lines 32-33) inherently teaches the "identification encoder" which "give items in said 
compressed data library a unique identification code." 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 38-40 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims. 

6. Claims 50-75 are allowed.
